On interviewiny Ur. GOEDEL, the following information was gained: 

At 1600 hours on the 2nd Felruary, 1951, ‘vhilet working his plant at Teodlands 
Station, 20 miles south-west of the torm of CONDANTIE, he had occasion to stop his 
boring plant to make repairs to a belt.
